The set of two stamps, designed by Andrew Restall (born 1931), was issued to commemorate 
the opening of the Forth Road Bridge by Her Majesty the Queen. The Forth Road Bridge is a 
suspension bridge spanning the Firth of Forth, connecting Edinburgh, at South Queensferry, to 
North Queensferry in Fife. It replaces the ferry service first set up by Margaret, Queen Consort 
of King Malcolm III of Scotland, in the 11“ century - hence the names for the two towns of 


North Queensferry and South Queensferry on opposite banks of the Firth of Forth.
